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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 50-70, drawn to a method for supply material to a processing machine using a 
store and a transport system, wherein a control system receives data and develops a strategy for 
supplying the processing machine with rolls and administers the store. 

Group II, claim(s) 71-92, drawn to a device for supplying material to a processing machine with 
a subsystem that is controlled by a control unit comprising a planning level and a coordination 
level, wherein the planning level has interfaces with the management level of the processing 
machine and with a product planning system, wherein the coordination level has interface with 
the subsystem. 

Group III, claim(s) 93-94, drawn to a control system for controlling a material flow in a material 
supply system with at least two lower order subsystems, the control system comprises a planning 
level and a coordination level, the planning level developing a supply strategy and the 
coordination level controlling the running of the subsystem. 

Group IV, claim(s) 95-98, drawn to a printing plant with a printing press and a roll supply 
system which are both connected to a control system that is of higher order than the roll supply 
system and the printing press with respect to decisions concerning the supply of rolls and the 
determining of needs. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The feature common to all groups of inventions is 
that of a material supply system. This type of material supply system is generally known. For 
this reason, the four groups of inventions are not linked by any special technical features and 
therefore the requirement for unity of invention (PCT Rule 13.1 and 13.2) is not considered to be 
satisfied. 
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A telephone call was made to Douglas R. Hanscom on November 16, 2006 to request an 
oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
